Hands reached out from the dark- 
ness to detain us as victims cried | 
for help. 

Crane was bleeding so badly I | 
went back to the jeep to get a 
pack so we could fashion a tour- |

We walked back into Seoul be- 
lieving ail the city to be in enemy 
hands and considering how best | 
to be taken prisoner.

We met two teen-age Korean 
soldiers, lost from their unit that 
had left 114 hours before.

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s head- 
quarters announced early today 
that the United States Air Force 
had carried out its first “suc- 
cessful” bombing of North Korean 
concentrations. The Americans 
suffered their first plane losses 
—an F-82 fighter and a B-26 as- 
sault bomber destroyed aground 
by strafing after they made 
emergency landings south of 
Seoul. 

Planes Hit Supply Center. 

The American air attack was 
concentrated on Munsan, 22 miles 
north of Seoul. North Korean 
troops, truck convoys and rail 
yards Were pounded and gunned 
at this key supply center of the 
invaders. 

The northern forces already 
were 10 miles beyond Seoul and 
53 miles inside South Korea with 
seemingly little prospect of meet- 
ing any ground resistance short 
of the river, another 60 miles to 
the south. 

Front reports said broken ele- 
ments of the Seventh and Second 
divisions, defenders of Seoul, 
were falling back south, all their 
heavy American equipment lost. 

U.S. Planes Smash at Tanks. 

The United States Air Force 
smashed at the North Koreans’ 
Russian-made tanks with bombs, 
rockets and bullets in an all-out 
effort to stem the advance. Jet 
fighters and attack bombers were 
taking off in relays from south- 
ern Japan to hammer the North 
Korean communication lines. 

American B-26 bomber crews 
returning from combat flights 
over South Korea reported they 
had knocked out six heavy Rus- 
sian tanks on one mission. 

Returning pilots said they had 
sighted no Russian-built fighter 


planes but several returning 
planes were hit by machine-gun 
fire from ground forces. None of

TAIPEI, Formosa, June 28 
(AP)—China’s Nationalists, as- 
sured that the United States 
Seventh Fleet will protect For- 
mosa, today ordered their planes 
and warships to halt attacks on 
the Communist mainland. 

Thus an uneasy truce prevails 
in the civil war. The Commvu- 
nists are free to violate it, but 
only at the risk of a clash with 
the warships, jet fighters and 
bombers of the United States 


Seventh Fleet. 

The cease-fire in no way af- 
fects the Nationalist guerrillas on 
the mainland. They have been 
reported to be increasingly ac- 
tive in the South and East. For 
the time being they carry the 
burden of the struggle. 

The Nationalists acted after 
Chiang Kai-shek conferred this 
morning with Gen. Chou Chih- 
jeu, chief of the Chinese Joint 
General Staff, and other high of- 
ficers. 

It was emphasized that the 
cease-fire is a temporary measure. 
The Nationalists do not consider 
that it ties their hands perma- 
nently. They have vowed to car- 
ry the war back to the mainland. 

The American note, in which 
President Truman said the Sev- 
enth Fleet would protect Formosa 
against invasion and called on 
Chiang to order a cease-fire, ar- 
rived last night. United States 
Charge de’Affaires Robert Strong 
took it to Chiang’s suburban 
home. He was accompanied by 
Foreign Minister George Yeh, who 
translated the note for Chiang. 

Chiang then went into immedi- 
ate conference with Yeh, Premier 
Chen Cheng and other officials. 

The news of Truman's move was 
received joyously on Formosa and 
several newspapers issued one- 
page extras. Formosa has been 
steeling itself for an expected Red 
invasion across the 100-mile-wide 
waters of Formosa Strait.

Patterson in his book de- 
mounced the charge against him 
as a frame-up and also con- 
demned conditions in Alabama | 
prisons.

Meeting the Challenge 


President Truman has met the Korean chal- 
lenge with courage and conviction. 

He has, in our opinion, made the right deci- 
sion, and will be solidly supported by the 
American people. 

Confronted by military action, he has answered 
in military terms. He has ordered American 
sea and air support for South Korea. He has 
moved to, prevent the spread of hostilities to 
Formosa, and he has ordered the strengthening 
of military forces in the Philippines and Indo- 
china. 

In doing all this, he strongly supported the 
United Nations as the custodian of world peace. 
Failure to back up the UN Security Council 
almost surely would have doomed the interna- 
tional organization to the frustration and futility 
which became the fate of the old League of 
Nations. 

Any wecision to meet force with force is 
ominous. But the choice was not the Presi- 
dent’s nor that of his advisers. It was forced 
on the world by the puppets of North Korea, 
and undoubtedly it was made for them in the 
Kremlin. As Mr. Truman said: 


The attack upon Korea makes it plain 
beyond all doubt that Communism has 
passed beyond the use of subversion to con- 
quer independent nations and now will use 
invasion and war. 

Prompt and firm opposition to the very first 
instance of Communist military aggression may 
not only bring the current affair to a speedy 
conclusion, but may also prevent the Kremlin 
from instigating similar attempts at other places 
and at other times. 

If Mussolini had been brought to task for the 
bombardment of Corfu and for the launching 
of his Ethiopian war, if Hitler’s re-militariza- 
tion of the Rhineland had been checked, and if 
Secretary Stimson had been supported in his 
desire to deal with Japar in 1931, there might 
never have been a World War II. Mr. Truman 
and his advisers have done their best to make 
sure that there shall be no such unchallenged 
preludes to a World War III. 

American firmness on this point must be re- 
assuring to the free nations of both Asia and 
Europe. It should answer any doubts they may 
have as to American readiness to back up words 
and pledges. Had the United States given way 
on Korea, it might well have been expected to 
do so elsewhere in Asia under similar pressure. 
Europeans would have been tempted to give 
credence to Communist propaganda that Ameri- 
cans are not interested in defending the terri- 
torial integrity of other nations, that Americans 
would drop them as pawns to an advancing Red 
army, that at best the United States would 
strive only to “liberate” them after a new oc- 
cupation. 

Skillfully, the President also avoided the 
propagandistic charge that the United States 
is ready to use any reactionary, repudiated 
regime for its purposes. In ordering the pro- 
tection of Formosa, he made it explicit that this 
was not a re-alliance with Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Chinese Nationalists. He said: 


I am calling upon the Chinese Government 
on Formosa to cease all air and sea opera- 
tions against the mainland. The Seventh 
Fleet will see that this is done. The de- 
termination of the future status of Formosa 
must await the restoration of security in 
the Pacific, a peace settlement with Japan, 
or consideration by the United Nations. 

In a manner of speaking, Mr. Truman ster- 
flized the island politically. He dealt with it 
only as a factor in the military situation. By 
leaving political decisions for the future, he 
strengthened American prestige. 

The great moral strength of the President’s 
position lies in the fact that he issued his orders 
primarily in support of the United Nations. He 
acted in behalf of the world’s interest in peace 
—which, naturally, also is America’s chief in- 
terest. 

We hope most devoutly that the presidential 
orders will effectively serve this interest. 
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Friends of the Veteran 

Veterans’ legislation can usually be assured 
of a hearty reception in the House, no matter 
how unreasonable it may be. The eager anxiety 
to prove themselves the veterans’ friend ex- 
plains why 213 Representatives voted to override 
President Truman’s veto of a particularly out- 
rageous postal service bill. 

The bill provides that veterans who entered 
the postal service after the end of the war 
would be treated as if they had been working 
for the post office all the time they were in 
military service. 

Thus the veteran would have a decided edge 
in seniority and pay scales over the non-veteran 
of equal standing, As President Truman said in 
vetoing the bill, it would be equivalent to grant- 
ing a particular group of veterans a special 
bonus which was not available either to other 
postal workers or to other veterans. 

There will be no end to this sort of thing if 
the present bill becomes law. The same prin- 
ciple might just as reasonably be advocated for 
all other branches of federal employment, and 
no doubt would be. The Senate should give the 
measure a quiet burial. 
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Why Attlee Won Again 

The wig of internationalism did not fit 
Britain’s Conservative party very well, and the 
result was that Prime Minister Attlee won a 
vote of confidence on the European economic 
pool question by 12 votes more than his normal 
Labor majority. 

Winston Churchill, though he made much of 
the Labor Government’s blunders in permitting 
its position to be misconstrued, found himself 
not so far from Mr. Attlee when it came to the 
nub of the issue. 

He said that if he were asked to agree on a 


’ supra-national authority with power to control 


British coal and steel production, his answer 
would be “No.” 

That was Mr. Attlee’s answer, too. The prin- 
cipal difference between them was that Mr. 
Churchill believed Britain should be in Paris 
to say “No,” while Mr. Attlee held that if Britain 
went to Paris that would be equivalent t» say- 
ing “Yes.” 

Now that the Labor Government's policy has 
been ratified, one may hope that Britain's con- 
tribution to the unification of Europe may be- 
come more positive. 

This may never take the form of integrating 
her basic industries with those of the continent. 
But London cannot fail to be sensitive to the 
sustained criticism of its policy both in this 
country and at home, and the outcome could 
be a more alert participation in other measures 
of unification as well as a stronger will to ad- 
vandi.\the cause of purely continental economic 
merger. 

With or without British participation, the 


Schuman proposal, if properly carried out, con- 
tinues to hold great promise for the future of 
Europe. Mr. Attlee has said repeatedly that 
he welcomes the French initiative and that 
London desires to help rather than hinder. The 
storm that has been beating around the Labor 
Government may now encourage it to be some- 
what more active with its help. 
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A Warning on “Blight” 

Aldermen on the Ways and Means Committee 
have received a timely warning from the City 
Plan Commission about the proposed Westches- 
ter housing project in northwest St. Louis. 

The Plan Commission does not object to the 
project as such, but it points out the dangers 
of declaring the site “blighted” so that the pro- 
moters may obtain tax exemption under the 
state Urban Redevelopment Act. 

Harland Bartholomew, the Commission’s en- 
gineer, reported that only one twentieth of the 
80 acres at Goodfellow and Natural Bridge 
boulevards is now devoted to housing, and 
nearly half of it is vacant. To call such an 
area “blighted” would be stretching the word 
a long way. 

The purpose of the 
Act is redevelopment. 


Urban Redevelopment 
By its terms, the city 


offers to forego full taxes for a term of years - 
as a means of inducing private enterprise to | 
undertake housing projects that would not other- - 


wise prove attractive. 


While development of the city’s remaining 7 
vacant tracts in outlying areas is obviously de- .

part of the housing program—the rebuilding of 
genuinely blighted areas. 
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How Much Contempt? 


The Buchanan committee on lobbying is still 
undecided whether to cite Edward A. Rumely 
for contempt. In view of Mr. Rumely’s words 
and actions, how much contempt do the Con- 
gressmen expect before they will act? 

Rumely is defying the committee’s effort to 
discover the chief financial supporters of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government. As 
executive secretary of this group, Rumely also 
boasts that the C.C.G. sent ‘“‘a whale of a lot” 
of literature into North Carolina to help in the 
defeat of Senator Graham. 

In short, Rumely’s effrontery is two-edged. 
He brags of the propagandistic power of his or- 
ganization, and he challenges an order of Con- 
gress to reveal the financial source of that 
power. 

Chairman Buchanan seeks information about 
weaknesses in the lobbying law. For example, 
the law requires lobbies to list contributions of 
$500 or more. Rumely’s lobby limits gifts to 
$490 and evades such reports. Moreover, the 
C.C.G. gets money by selling blocs of propa- 
ganda books. The investigators want to know 
what corporations join this “publishing” ven- 
ture. 

This is a reasonable request for information. 
Yet the cries of persecution from Rumely make 
it appear that he is already tied to a stake. 

In recent years men have gone to prison for 
refusing to tell Congress about their personal 
political beliefs. These men were, of course, at 
opposite political extremes from the reactionary 
Rumely crowd, but can Congress play favorites 
when its investigative power is resisted? 

Rumely should not have to develop much 
more contempt before the Buchanan committee 
cracks down on him. 
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Who’s Nationalized? 

For good reason, there is a hollow ring to 
the charges by the Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri that REA and the Southwest Power Ad- 
ministration are trying to “nationalize” the 
power business in Missouri. And the reason is 
that all sound was rung out of “nationalization” 
charges by the National Association of Electric 
Companies in opposing TVA’s New Johnsonville 
steam plant. TVA got the plant, but the nation- 
alization which the utility calamity-howlers 
spoke of has not developed, and that seems to 
be that. 

It is efficiency and economy, rather than poli- 
tics, socialistic or capitalistic, which REA and 
SPA are seeking to serve. Their design includes 
a steam plant and some transmission lines, but 
not the taking over of the privately-owned power 
business. 

A mixture of private and public ownership 
has been found to be a good practice in this 
country. The competition of each with the 
other keeps both on their toes, and the result 
is cheaper and better service for more people. 
These gains are tangible and cannot be ex- 
orcised by alarmist charges. 


After the Census, Complaints 

The announcement, still unofficial, that St. 
Louis has a 1950 population of 852,523 reminds 
us of the difficulties of the census enumerators. 
Everybody, of course, knows that these people 
have had their troubles. For months, the papers 
were full of pictures showing the population- 
counters braving surf and flood, wind and rain, 
and no end of man-made handicaps in a nothing 
less than heroic effort to count every man, 
woman and child in these United States. 

Having survived all these tests of courage and 
ingenuity, it would seem that the enumerators 
are entitled to a word of thanks and a good 
rest. But their worst headaches are just begin- 
ning to throb. The boosters — especially the 
Western variety — are beginning to be heard 
from. Deeply offended, they are speaking up in 
angry tones. 

For example, the mayor of Pueblo, Colorado, 
is sarcastic about the report that his city has 
a population of 63,561. Everybody knows, he 
says, that the correct figure is 90,000. The Salt 
Lake City boosters are upset because their 
figure turned out to be below a well-advertised 
200,000. And Denver is disturbed because its 
preliminary count of 412,823 leaves the city 
below Dallas in the national standings. 

There is no point in trying to console the 
chambers of commerce and the boosters’ clubs 
with the thought that bigness may not be every- 
thing. To them, such talk is rank heresy. Prob 
ably the only way to make them happy is to 
let them make their own census returns. In no 
time, they would have the United States teeming 
as even India never teemed. 

Such figures might be more helpful than most 
of us believe. Why, the Russians might think 
twice before tackling all those previously un- 
counted millions!

Korea, Japan and the Philippines

Korea is hard to hold in war and Japan could become strategic 
liability, writer says; America has only one position which abso- 
lutely must be held in Asia; that is the Philippines; question is how 
United States can bolster weak spendthrift Government in Manila.

Since last winter, when there was a 
great issue in Washington over the Island 
of Formosa, the whole matter of American 
strategic interests in the Far Pacific has 
been exhaustively re-examined. 


The net conclusion is that there are a 
number of positions which it is desirable 
to hold, but that there is one position 
which must be held. 
The desirable list 
includes Korea, Ja- 
pan, Okinawa and 
Formosa. But the 
one vital position is 
the Philippines. 

The reason is ap- 
parent enough if one 
looks at the map. 
The Philippines, 
looked at from the 
perspective of the 
West, have some- 
thing behind them. 
Japan doesn’t. The 
Philippines are the 
apex of a great tri- 
angle of successive positions, all now held 
firmly in Western hands,

East Indies, Australia and New Zealand. 
The position of the Philippines is entirely 
different now from what it was during 
World War II. At that time the Japanese 
mandated islands lay between them and 
the United States. 

We had to fight our way then through 
that whole galaxy of islands which are 
now firmly in our hands. They repre- 
sent today the front line of a position 
held in depth and in force. It is a posi- 
tion which could be turned or compro- 
mised only by a combination of superior 
naval plus airpower. 

Such potential superiority of naval plus 
airpower does not exist in the hands of 
any conceivable enemy. 
power dominates the whole Pacific, and 
Western airpower can be projected more 
effectively into the Philippines than any 
hostile airpower could be projected 
against them. They are a tenable posi- 
tion because they are part of a position 
in depth which can be supported. 

None of this is true of Japan or of the 
other “desirable” positions in the Japanese 
sector of the Far Pacific. Korea is a 
place to be held for moral, psychological 
and economic reasons. Militarily, it is 


Western naval . 


totally indefensible. Okinawa and For- 
mosa could be held against small or light 
attack, but both are too small to be de- 
fensible against an atomic bomb attack. 


Japan has great advantages as a defense 
position, but also one serious disadvan- 
tage: It has a large population which 
cannot be fed from the resources of the 
Japanese islands themselves. To feed 
Japan means maintaining a major supply 
line which is very much more vulnerable 
to submarine and air interference from 
the Chinese mainland than the supply 
lines to the Philippines. 


Japan could become a terrible strategic 
liability in time of war. The Philippines 
would be not only an asset but an indis- 
pensable strategic position without which 
the whole Western position in the Far Pa- 
cific could be threatened. 

The immediate conclusion from all this 
is that immediate attention must be given 
to the alarming degeneration of the polit- 
ical situation in the Philippines. 

A spendthrift postwar Government has 
almost bankrupted the country. Worse 
than that, it has entirely failed to solve 
the problem of the Hukbalahaps, who 
control a larger area of Luzon today than 
at any previous time since the Japanese 
surrender. 

What does the United States do? Does 
it accept the present Government and go 
in with American forces to prevent the 
collapse which apparently can come at 
any moment and use American forces to 
sustain a largely discredited and extreme- 
ly unpopular Government? 

Does it negotiate and supervise an or- 
derly transition from the present Philip- 
pine Government to a new one with a 
better chance of gaining public support? 
Or do we just move back and sfart over 
again where we were before we gave the 
Philippines their independence? 

The answer is not an easy one. The 
choice of answers has not been made. It 
certainly will not be made until after De- 
fense Secretary Louis A. Johnson and 
State Department Adviser John Foster 
Dulles have returned to Washington and 
submitted their reports through the Na- 
tional Security Council to the President. 
But this is one decision which is going 
to be made at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, for there is agreement that the 
Philippines are vital to the West and 
that action must come promptly and ef- 
fectively or it may be too late. 


The Practical Side of Tidelands Oil

The tidelands oil dispute, which was 
decided by the Supreme Court in favor of 
the Federal Government against Texas 
and Louisiana, involves something more 
than states’ rights as opposed to central- 
ized power. It involves also the nation’s 
strength and-its capacity to defend itself 
in a possible global war. 

There is, then, a practical consideration 
at stake as well as the point of principle 
which the Supreme Court resolved by 
saying that the Government has “para- 
mount rights” to submerged land. This 
stretches from the low-water mark on the 
coast out to the three-mile limit. It is, 
among other things, our greatest unex- 
plored source of oil. Who shall have this 
oil, these unmeasured reserves of the first 
essential of modern warfare? 

There has been many a solemn warning 
of the need for conserving of this resource 
and planning its use in the common in- 
terest. At the Democratic party confer- 
ence in Chicago, Oscar Chapman, Secre- 
tary of the Interior, said: 

“We are becoming aware of the fact that 
our oil reserves are by no means inex- 
haustible. We are already seeking through 
experiments to extra¢t oil from shale and 
coal _to supplement natural-well produc- 
tion.” 

Four er five years before this, Harold 


Ickes was fighting against a powerful ar- 
ray of private oil interests to set aside 
tidelands oi] deposits as a reserve for na- 
tional defense. He never tired in his warn- 
ing that our known oil reserves are only 
20 billion barrels and that one and one- 
half billion barrels are being used every 
year. 


The issue has been in politics and it 
remains there. The Supreme Court deci- 
sion spoke of rights, not ownership. It 
contained nothing that would prevent 
Congress from quit-claiming these rights 
to the states, and to do this is the aim of 
bills now in Congress. President Truman 
vetoed a quit-claim bill in 1946. 


Thus it is not too much to look for the 
bitter fight to continue, with the Truman 
Administration committed to Government 
control, the Republicans and Southern 
Democrats largely against it. In the name 
of security, one may pray that the real 
elements of the case will decide the out- 
come. There is no place in it for partisan- 
ship and political rivalry, certainly not 
for commercial exploitation. 


The fact that California has been get- 
ting $4,000,000 a year and Texas $2,000,000 
from offshore oil leases to private com- 
panies is unimportant against the larger 
national interest.

BEYOND TIME AND SPACE, edited by August Der

As with many another Johnny-come- 
lately, science fiction has been con- 
cerned with establishing its gentility by 
pointing to the more reputable of its 
ancestors. “Beyond Time and Space” 
does make it difficult to deny a certain 
patina to science fiction’s escutcheon. 


Mr. Derleth, the editor of the anthol- 
ogy and a prolific 
writer of: fantasy 
himself, has used the 
eye of a connoisseur 
in selecting the 34 
authors and stories 
included. Among fa- 
mous writers repre- 
sented by short 
stories or excerpts 
are Plato, Thomas 
More, Rabelais, 
Francis Bacon, Swift, 
Kepler, Lewis Hol- 
berg, Poe, Jules 
Verne, Edward Bel- 
lamy, H. G. Wells 
and John Buchan. 
All of the selections are, in a broad sense, 
science fiction. 


The only criticism of the anthology it- 
self might lie in the choice of examples 
of some of the earlier writers. Space, 
naturally, was a limitation, and it was im- 
possible to include the entire work from 
which some of the excerpts were taken. 
But there is in a few cases a loss in hav- 
ing only a few pages or a chapter out 
of text. 


Yet this loss is small compared to the 
pleasure of having in one book excellent 
examples of science fiction written over 
the past 2000 years and including some 
of the best contemporary writers of this 
genre. 


As one traces the development of this 
type of escape literature the conclusion 
seems inescapable that science fiction to 
a great extent is a wishful glance at the 
unguessable future of man, a race de- 
scribed by Bellamy as “doomed to walk 
backward, beholding only what has gone 
by, assured only of what is past and 
dead.”

NEW YORK, June 28 —The 
needle-point rug made by Queen 
Mary of England has been sold 
for $100,000 to the Canadian 
members of the Imperial Order 
Daughters of the Empire. 

More than 400,000 persons 
viewed the rug during a 11,000- 
mile tour of the United States 
and Canada between March 21 
and June 15. St. Louis is one of 


the cities in which it was shown. 
Sealed bids for the rug, which 
the 83-year-old mother of King 
George took eight years to make, 
were opened yesterday in London. 

The rug is now in the New 
York vaults of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., Inc. 

The Canadian buyers propose 
to sponsor a national Canadian 
fund to help pay for the rug.

The ability of that South Ko- 
rean Government to use military 
aid, rather than our capacity to 
furnish aid, is almost certain to 
be controlling. If the Govern- 
ment is not knocked out by sub- 
version and conspiracy, if it fights 
with the weapons it has while 
more munitions are brought in, a 
sudden military decision may be 
avoided. If it can be avoided, 
then the diplomatic intervention 
of the members of the United Na- 
tions may still, with Soviet assist- 
ance or at least connivance, be 
able to keep the conflict localized. 

The two decisions taken by our 
Government, which are known as 
this is written, are to furnish mil- 
itary aid to the embattled South 
Koreans and to act through the 
United Nations.

It must 
wish, indeed it must have the 
diplomatic and moral advice and 
support of the leading nations of 
Asia and of Europe in any actions, 
beyond the supply of arms to the 
victims of the aggression. 

That support can be had only 
within the framework of the 
United Nations and on the terms 
of the charter. For we can afford 
to have no illusions as to the at- 
titude of the leading nations of 
Asia towards intervention on be- 
half of the South Korean Govern- 
ment as such. But for their obli- 
gation in the charter and their 
interest in avoiding a general 
conflagration, it would be hard 
to interest most of Asia in the 
fate of that Korean Government. 

The Korean affair is certain to 
have an important bearing on the 
question of the Japanese treaty 
and of our own position in the 
Pacific. Whatever the outcome in 
Korea, even if the military in- 
vasion can be thrown back, the 
incident has demonstrated what 
all our responsible military lead- 
ers have always said—that distant 
beachheads on the Asiatic main- 
land are to be avoided. 

If a world war broke out, the 
American garrisons on those dis- 
tant beachheads would be lost, 
or they would have to be sup- 
ported by an immense operation, 
exorbitantly expensive in Ameri- 
can men and in American ships, 
which could have no decisive ef- 
fect on the outcome of the war. 


‘Arms for Japan. 


On the positive side, the Ko- 
rean affair argues strongly for

The proposed Westchester 
Heights housing project in north- 
west St. Louis would reclaim a 
100-acre tract that is now an eye- 
sore and transform it into a 
“charming community,” Bernard 
A. Tureen, president and execu- 
‘tive director of the development 


‘company, said today. 


Tureen spoke at a public hear- 
ing before the Board of Alder- 
men’s committee on public wel- 
fare on a bill which would desig- 
nate the tract as a “blighted area” 
so that the city then could con- 
demn the land for use by Tureen’s 
group under the state redevelop- 
ment law. Representatives of 39 
home owners in the 5800 and 5900 
blocks ‘of Elmbank avenue and 
the 5900 block of Greer avenue, 
within the tract, are opposing the 
bill. 

He said the project was not de- 
signed to enrich its sponsors be- 
cause the Westchester Heights 
Redevelopment Corp. is a limited 
profits corporation that can gain 
no more than 8 per cent under the 
law. Moreover, he said, there

But they are not as 
great an evil as the lax six-months 
defense policy that prevails in 
N.B.A. territory and in New York.

If 
you live in a private house, go 
over the outside walls and make 
sure that there are no openings 
in the walls or no uncovered drain 
pipes which might provide an en- 
trance for that rat. Any opening 
you find should be covered up 
with metal or concrete. Don’t 
waste your time with wood unless 
it happens to be a special type of 
plywood which is rat-proof. Rats 
can quickly chew through ordi- 
nary woodwork—in fact it’s good 


exercise for their teeth. If you 
live in an apartment, check 
around the base of walls and 
floors for openings. Be especially 
careful about back of the sinks 
and plumbing fixtures where 
openings are made in the walls 
to allow pipes to come through. 


Rats in the house can be elimi- 
nated through the use of slow- 
working poisons which drive the 
rats off in search of water. When 
there are animals and small chil- 
dren in the home, poisons for rats 
should be of the type which will 
not harm domestic animals or hu- 
man beings. 


Don’t serve a small child too 
large a portion of food at one 
time; it’s better to give him sec- 
onds when he wants them than 
_ ne him with too much 
ood.

After Accident Which Killed His 
Wife, Acrobat Quit Show, Took to 
Drink; Now He's on the Road Back 


And Will Appear at Shrine Circus Here 
By Dickson Terry 


HEN audiences at the Shrine 
W Cireus, which opens here Fri- 

day night, see a short, mus- 
cular man climb a high rigging 
and perform handstands and other 
stunts on a slender pole high 
above the ground, they'll be see- 
ing more than just another circus 
act. They'll be seeing a new chap- 
ter in a drama of the sort you 
read about in stories and see in 
the movies but seldom encounter 
in real life. 

The man’s name is Frank Tor- 
rence, and there was a time when 
he was a star with Ringling Broth- 
ers-Barnum & Bailey. He may be 
again some day, because he staged 
one comeback some years ago. 
But if he is, it will be as a single 
act. He’ll never have another part- 
ner, because no one could ever 
take the place of Victoria, the 
girl with the beautiful face and 
figure and the kind of grace that 
makes acrobatics look like ballet. 
She was called the most beautiful 
star in the Ringling Brothers 1944 
firmament. 

That was the year before she 
died. 

The story started in Vienna a 
good many years ago where 
Frank, at ‘the age of 15, was al- 
ready the star gymnast of the 
city. He swaggered through the 
neighborhood and a little girl in 
the next block, whose name was 
Victoria, worshiped him. 

“When I grew older,” Victoria 
once told an interviewer, “he en- 
trusted me with important er- 
rands, such as delivering love let- 
ters to his current girl friends. 
For these good deeds, I was 
awarded a pat on the head.” 

Frank decided to become a 
circus star, and he teamed up 
with a professional performer. 
But after a few appearances the 
other man walked out on him, 
and Frank’s hopes were dashed. 
Victoria, sorry for him and angry 
at the faithless partner, offered 
herself as a substitute. Frank 
laughed at her, but she reminded 
him she was an excellent swim- 
mer and strong, and he decided 
to try her out. 

They strung a rigging in a rope 


factory and practiced there after . 


hours. She did so well that after 
eight weeks’ practice they were 
booked on a tour of fairs and 
circuses through Austria. On 
opening night they came to the 
big climax of their act, in which 
Victoria hanging by her teeth, 
spun herself like a top. 

While spinning she felt the 
rigging coming loose. In panic 
She relaxed her jaws, lost her 
grip and plunged to the ground. 
She was badly bruised but not 
seriously injured. They went on 
with their tour and in time gained 
a measure of fame. 

One night they heard that a 
representative of the Olympian 
Circus in London was in the 
audience. On the Continent, per- 
formers aspire to the Olympian 
as the last step before Ringling 
Brothers-Barnum and_ Bailey. 
This, they felt, was their big 
chance. They had improved the 
act, and now Victoria, hanging 
by her teeth from a loop held 
by Frank, would spin until her 
body was horizontal. This time 
the loop broke. She _ suffered 
fractures of both hands, a hip 
and several ribs. 

They thought it would be the 
end of the act, but when she re- 
covered she found that the man 
from the Olympian was waiting 
to sign them up. They were a 
hit in London. In 1934 they Hit 
the top for circus performers. 
They came to the United States 
and were stars when “the greatest 
show on earth” opened in Madi- 
son Square Garden. They were 
young, handsome, successful. That 
was the year after they were mar- 
ried. But soon after the show 
went on tour, Victoria came down 
with typhoid fever. When she 
recovered, the season was over. 
They went on the road playing 
parks and fairs. 

On the Fourth of July, 1935, 


hard luck hit again. They had 
improved their act still further, 
and now Frank held a bit in his 
teeth also, and with his head 
spun Victoria around in the air. 
At the end of the spin that day 
he brought his hand up to bring 
her to a stop. His hand slipped 
and his thumb caught in the 
swivel. The rotating steel snapped 
and ground the bone. He couldn’t 
stop Victoria suddenly because it 
might jerk the bit from between 
her teeth. So doubling the fist of 
his left hand, he struck his right 
arm and knocked it loose. His 
thumb was severed. But holding 
it under his left arm to try to 
stop the flow of blood, he low- 
ered Victoria, and then himself, 
before he fainted. 
a ee 

N Osceola Mills, Pa., she nursed 

him back to health. They had 

come to America with great 
expectations. Now they were a 
couple of stranded performers in 
a small town. They decided to go 
back to Vienna. On the Continent 
they played with fair success for 
the next four years. And again 
they came back to the United 
States. This time they were 
booked in parks and fairs, and 
they followed the dusty trail 
across the country. 

But they never stopped improv- 
ing their act, and in 1943 the late 
Robert Ringling heard about 
them again. A scout saw them 
perform and was so impressed 
that Ringling bought up their ex- 
isting contract and brought them 
back to New York. Again they 
were stars in Madison Square 
Garden. 

For two years they were on top 
of the world. Then during the 
summer of 1945, while the eve- 
ning performance was under way, 
the rumor swept through the 
show that Germany was about to 
surrender. The stage hands and 
helpers started _ celebrating. 
Among them was the man who 
lowered Frank and Victoria from 
their perch high under the can- 
vas. They would start the descent

with Frank hanging by one hand, 
holding Victoria with his feet and 
ankles.

They had just started the 
descent when they stopped. Frank 
wondered what was wrong, be- 
cause their helper had always 
been very dependable.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


F your ‘partner makes a mis- 
| take and puts down an insuf- 

ficient meld, you shouldn’t be 
in too great a hurry to play Jack 
Dalton riding to the rescue. Of 
course you want to save him if 
you can, but you won’t be saving 
anybody if your rescue play turns 
out to murder you both. For ex- 
ample, you hold this hand: 


Your side needed 90, but on 
his previous turn your partner 
forgot that sevens were worth 
only five points each—not 10. So 
he tried to take the pack, which 
was topped by a seven, putting 
down a deuce with two kings and 
a deuce with two sevens. Since 
that didn’t make the count, he 
wasn’t allowed to take the other 
seven or the pack and, after 
drawing from stock, he selected a 
seven as his discard from among 
the six cards that remained ex- 
posed on the table. 

Now it’s your turn and you 
draw a four. You could make 
90 by melding a deuce with each 
of your three low pairs. That

would release partner from the 
need to make the initial count 
and let him meld his exposed 
cards instead of perhaps having 
to discard all of them. But you 
shouldn't do it! 


Your partner is under no great 
disadvantage for at least one more 
turn. He’ll be able to discard an- 
other seven painlessly. Perhaps 
his next draw will let him make 
the minimum. If not, on your own 
next draw you may be able to 
make it much more economically 
—especially if you can take the 
pack, as you'll be able to do if 
your opponent discards a six, five 
or four. Meanwhile your black 
three is a perfectly safe discard. 

The player who actually held 
this hand didn’t stop to reason 
this out, however. All he thought 
about was that his partner was in 
trouble. So he melded his three 
triplets, discarded his biack trey 
and tried to look like a modest 
hero. But he had left himself in 
the precarious position of holding 
only two cards without even mak- 
ing a canasta base, and his strat- 
egy was all wrong. 


Question: Playing two-hand- 
ed, I had melded a canasta and a 
couple of other small melds. Then 
my opponent went out. In deduct- 
ing the value of cards remaining 
in my hand, I had to cancel out 
some of the cards in my canasta. 
Do I still get my canasta bonus? 

Answer: Of course. Your melds 
are not canceled by the cards 
remaining in your hand, al- 
though part or all of the value of 
them may be. The practice of 
casting aside melded cards to bal- 
ance cards left in hand is merely 
to simplify counting the score. 


Question: Is there such a thing 
as a concealed canasta? That is, 
if you can make a canasta entirely 
from your own hand, is it worth | | 
more if you put it down all at 
once; may you also count it as | 
fulfilling the minimum meld? | 

Answer: There is no bonus for 
a concealed canasta. Canastas 
count the same value whether 
built gradually or put down all 
at once. Nor may you count a con- 
cealed canasta as meeting the re- 
quired minimum unless the cards 
in it total that minimum. Only a 
complete concealed hand avoids 
the need for making that mini- | 
mum in cards. : 


Question: When the upcard of 
an unfrozen pack matches one of | 
your melds, may you take the up- | 
card, or may you take the entire 
pack? | 

Answer: You MUST take the 
entire pack if you take the up-| 
card. There is never an occasion | 
when you can take only the up- | 
card and leave the rest. | 


Question: Is there a 50-point 
penalty for picking up cards be- 
fore the deal is completed? 

Answer: No. The laws state that 
a player may not pick up or look | 
at any of his cards before the 
deal is completed, but do not pro- |
